Boston, November 14th.—'The Advertiser 
to-<lay publishes the following special from 
Augusta, Me.: 
A distinguished member of 
the New York Democratic party writes to 
Blaine—with whom he lias been on terms 
of friendship for many years—complaining 
of the course of the Republican Committee 
and expressing the hope that Blaine him 
self is making no attempt to influence the 
count of the votes in New York. 
Blaine 
replied by asking in what possible way he 
could influence it, and adds: 
“ It! the 
whole controversy I have had no desire ex­ 
cept for a fair count and an honest declara­ 
tion of the result. 
1 have seen no other 
roipiest made by the Republican National 
Committee nor" by any of its members. 
They have acted on their judgment at 
every step, and need no advice from me. 
1 
do not wish any political supporters of 
mine in New York to take the slightest ad­ 
vantage of any mere technical defects in 
any returns where the honest intention of 
the voters is expressed. I should far rather 
lose than gain by the exclusion of returns 
on mere technical grounds. 
The Presi­ 
dency is not desirable if there be the re­ 
motest taint on the title. 
A promotion of 
that kind no more leads to honor than the 
possession of forged paper leads to wealth.” 


A NARROW ESCAPE. 


N e w 
York, November 14th.—General 
Horatio C. King stiil at a meeting yester­ 
day of the milita]^- institute on Governor's 
Island, which was attended by the fore­ 
most officers o f the regular army here: 
“ During the past week we have been in a 
condition where the slightest spark applied 
to the gunpowder might have created a 
revolution. 
1 think the National Guard 
has been a reserve force which lias kept 
this spark from creating trouble. We have 
passed through a serious emergency.” Gen­ 
eral Molineaux read the paper of the meet­ 
ing, on "The Danger of Riots.” 
lie said 
should we have another riot in the country, 
similar to 1872, the probabilities are that it 
will be of a more desperate character. The 
problem before us is. therefore, how best to 
meet it. As long as capital is arrayed on 
one and labor on the other side, the mate­ 
rial for an outbreak is always in our midst. 
Railroad corporations, if they would look 
the matter squarely in the face, have it in 
their power to organize a force for their 
own protection among their employes, 
whose sympathies and interests they should 
therefore endeavor to conciliate. 


MAKING A CABINET FOR CLEVELAND. 


N e w Y o r k , November 14th.—The Times 
says: 
Political gossip is now industriously 
making Cabinets for Cleveland. The names 
of Randall, Bayard, Thurman and McDon­ 
ald arc among the most prominently dis­ 
cussed. 
Pennsylvania is about as likely to 
get a Cabinet officer as Blaine is to get the 
English Mission. 
The Philadelphia Press says: 
Daniel 
Manning will have inore to say about a 
Cabinet officer from New York than am­ 
one else. If there is a Cabinet officer from 
New England, which is unlikely, Barn urn 
will decide that, though Senator Gorman 
has eclipsed Barnum iti the closing days of 
the campaign. 
It is said Carl Schurz" and 
his friends want the Secretary of State. 
It 
is more likely Schurz will go abroad, 
perhaps to Berlin, where Bismarck has ex­ 
pressed his favorable opinion of Schurz in 
strong language. If report is true, the man 
of the South who will have the most to say 
over the Cabinet is Major E. A. Burke, of 
New Orleans. 
lie handled the Southern 
end of Cleveland's canvass, and made no 
blunder about McDonald or Hendricks. 
He bail at Chicago many delegates, and ex­ 
hibited an organizing mind. 
Burke repre­ 
sents a corrupt State ring and tlie most cor­ 
rupt agency—the Louisiana lottery—in the 
country, but this will not prevent him 
irom being a man of importance. 
In a 
Democratic Postoffice Department the lot­ 
tery will have its own way. 


SCHURZ AND Ills CAlilNET PROSPECTS. 


N e w Y o r k , November 14tli.—The Hun 
says: Carl Schurz can never be a Cabinet 
officer under a Democratic President after 
participating in the fraud of 1876, which 
even the Republican papers are now ad­ 
mitting. The Sun then quotes from the 
Poet of last evening (Schurz’ former paper 
and strongest supporter in the recent cam 
paign), as follow s: 
"Certain active Blaine 
men in Ohio and Illinois, who have been 
arranging plans t<> manipulate the Elect­ 
oral vote of New York, bail better call u 
halt before it becomes necessary to inquire 
into their former eiforts in the same line in 
1876.” 


PREPOSTEROUS STORY. 
A lbany. November 14th.— The belief 
prevails here in some quarters that the 
scheme of the Republicans is to throw out 
the vote of New York county altogether. 
The law provides that the State Canvassing 
Board "shall meet on the Wednesday next 
after the third Monday in November follow­ 
ing each such election,” or sooner if all the 
certified copies of the returns have been 
received, and the Board “ can adjourn from 
day to day until the same shall have been 
received, not later than five days, and if at 
the expiration o f four days certified copies 
of the statements of the county canvassers 
shall not have been received from any 
county, the Board shall proceed to canvass 
upon such of said statements as shall have 
been received.” According to this law the 
.State Board must meet on Wednesday, the 
19lh, and they cannot adjourn longer than 
the 24th. 
It is clear the canvass of New 
York county, which gave Cleveland over 
43,000 plurality, will not he linished before 
the latter date, and with those votes thrown 
out Blaine would have the State. The Re­ 
publicans construe the law to mean that 
any county not in by November 24th can­ 
not he counted. Secretary of Slate Carr 
< R.) said to-day : " If the counties are not 
all in by that date we will have to go ahead 
and canvass without them, and declare 
whatever result we may lind.” 


BETS BEING PAID. 
New Y o r k , November 14th.—Beis on 
the election are being paid by the principal 
pool-sellors in the city, and some of the 
most noted rooms in West Twenty-eighth 
street have been crowded during the past 
two nights by men who met to settle bets, 
bast night and the night previous some 
•7:100,000 changed hands, but the majority 
propose to wait until the official count is in. 
" As a rule, ” said one proprietor, “ men 
have avoided paying bets until alter the 
official canvass lias been made. ” 


THE ERRORS IN NEW YORK CITY. 


N e w Y o r k , November 14th.—A compar- 
son of the returns from the t ight districts 
thus lar canvassed, with bulletins sent out 
011 election night by the City Press Associ­ 
ation, lias resulted in showing a net Ro- 
publican gain of Mol votos. 
111 regard to 
this the Post says this afternoon : 
“ At first 
sight such a statement seems important, 
but ¡11 reality the changes thus far made 
will have no effect upon Cleveland's plu­ 
rality us already announced. 
Returns 
made tip for newspapers on election night 
contaiped many errors, hut, strange to say, 
subsequent careful examinations of official 
returns make scarcely any change in the 
plurality for Cleveland as’ given officially. 
The explanation of this is found in the 
fact that errors made on one side were bal­ 
anced with extraordinary evenness by the 
errors on the other. 
A gentleman who is 
very familiar with the figures of the vote 
in all the Assembly Districts said to-day 
that the official plurality for Cleveland in 
New York county would not vary half a 
dozen votes from 4.1.226, which 'is given 
him by press reports.”

If there is no change in the 
pluralities of these three counties from 
what was reported by their County Clerks 
just before the canvass of their returns be­ 
gan, Cleveland’s plurality in the State will 
be 1,263. The fifty-seven counties which 
have reported show gains for Cleveland of

1.268. The fourth precinct of the first elec­ 
tion distriet of this city, which was sent 
back to the Inspectors yesterday for correc­ 
tion in its form, was counted on election 
night as having given -11 for Blaine, 198 for 
Cleveland and 1 for Butler. The sixth, 
nineteenth and twenty-sixth precincts of 
the Seventh Assembly District, which were 
similarly returned for correction, gave, ac­ 
cording to the first figures reported, Blaine 
408, Cleveland 375, Butler 6. 
If these fig­ 
ures are not changed the First District will 
show a gain of 9 lor Blaine over the figures 
of November 5th, and a loss fo r Cleveland 
of 49. 
The Seventh District will show a 
gain for Blaine of 215, and a gain for Cleve­ 
land of 94. 
It is claimed by the Demo­

A Chinaman is unbearable as a 
workman, for lie is slow, canning and 
thievish. Truly, lie is the curse of Califor­ 
nia. 
1 have found trouble in gutting ne­ 
groes. 
I make a written contract with 
them, giving the men $12 per month and 
board, the women $s and board, and boys 
get $6 and board. The 300 already coio­ 
nized are perfectly satisfied. 
They are set­ 
tled on land, live in good houses, and draw 
their wages monthly. 
They work under 
superintendents, at farming, picking and 
preserving fruit, and in dairies and raising 
cotton. This last industry i- a novelty for 
California. 
We raised 300 bales of cotton 
this year. The result lias been that we 
have almost rid ourselves of Chinamen. 
Indeed, so well known has our success be­ 
come in Kern county, that I have received 
orders for the colonizing of 16.000 negroes, 
whom I expect to obtain this winter. 
In 
the negro. California sees her only hope 
against Chinamen.’’

It has 57 miles of fence, inclosing lands in 
northwestern Nebraska. 
The defendant 
filed an answer, settiug tip a defense to 
which the United States District Attorney 
Lambertsnn took exceptions, of which all 
except one were sustained by Judge Brewer. 
To-day the exception which Judge Brewer 
did not pass judgment upon, was that 
which referred to defendant's allegations 
that it owns the lands upon which the 
fences are located. Judge Brewer, while 
deciding that defendants have no right to 
erect fences on public domain, will hear 
proof as to the alleged ownership of the 
lands before deciding as to the injunction 
to compel the fences to be taken down. 
It 
is understood that the defendant lias em­ 
ployed his cowboys and others to pre-empt 
and’ homestead. 
They claim a title only to 
sections on which the fence is located. All 
this was done since the suit was begun, so 
it is alleged, and the District Attorney 
threatens to 
have the parties indicted. 
This is only one of several similar fence 
cases in Nebraska and Wyoming, and tlie 
outcome is awaited with a great deal of in­ 
terest by cattle men, who have fenced in 
immense tracts of the public domain.

SOUTH POLE, 


POINTS OF DIFFERENCE BETWEEN 
THE FRIGID ZONES. 


W hat 
Known About th e R egions 
o f that E nd o f th e Karth's 
A xis—Open P olar Sea. 


Almost cveryltotly has heard som ething 
concerning the N orth Pole, however vague 
may lie the impression produced by the 
term. 
To a man who believes that the 
earth is flat—and there arc such men, 
even in the last iptarter of the nineteenth 
century—the pole must appear rather a 
useless appendage, says the Brooklyn Eagle. 
To men generally the N orth Pole is th at 
jHiint on a globular earth which is always 
nearest the n.,rth, which is equidistant 
from all parts of the equator or equinoctial 
line, which has in it no east and no west, 
and in which six months’ daylight is fol­ 
lowed bv six months’ darkness. 
No one 
has ever seen the N orth Pole, so for as 
human testimony goes; and, therefore, 110 
one can say w hether the spot is occupied by 
dry land, open sea, or perpetual ice. 
A t 
the recent meeting in M ontreal of the 
B ritish Association for the Advancement 
of Science, Lieutenant G reely confidently 
expressed his belief in the existence of 
an open polar sea, w hile other explorers as 
confidently m aintain th at the pole is situ­ 
ated in a region of perpetual ice. 
B ut how many among us known even 
th is much concerning the N orth Pole? 
T here is certainly a South Pole, forming 
the other extrem e end of tiie axis of the 
earth, a point having the maximum of 
south latitude, and enjoying continuous 
day at the season when the N orth Pole is 
veiled in continuous night, and vice versa. 
So far as is known, while the northern 
hem isphere has about half as much again 
of ocean and sea as of dry land, in the 
southern the proportion is more than six 
to one ; in other words, continents spread 
much less extensively over the southern 
than the northern half of the earth’s sur­ 
face. 
T H E OI.Il (¡E0 GRA 1MIERS 
H ad a notion that, in order to balance the 
constituents of the N orth, the Southern or 
A ntarctic Ocean ought to have some great 
continents likewise, and for two hundred 
years or so occasional voyages were made, 
111 the hope of discovering some such 
stretches of dry land. 
Ju an Fernandez, 
ju st three centuries ago, reached a pleasant 
land which is now supposed to have been 
New Zealand— 110 continent, certainly, and 
three thousand miles distant from the 
South Pole. 
Twenty years later a Dutch 
whaler under Dirk <ierritz was driven bv 
a storm as far as the high snowy islands 
now known as the South Shetland*, nearly 
due south of Cape Horn. 
About the be­ 
ginning of the following century, Pedro 
Fernandez de (Juiros, searching about for 
the supposed southern continent, lighted 
upon the comparatively small dots known 
to modern geographers as Pitcairn’s Island 
and the New Hebrides. 
Manv other 
islands were discovered in the vast South­ 
ern Ocean between the times of Jam es 1. 
and George 111.—-.sime of them hv m ari­ 
ners who had been driven out of their in­ 
tended courses, and others bv men who 
boldly steered south in search of anvthing 
new ; but the first to penetrate w ithin or 


SOUTHWARD OF T ill: ANTARCTIC CIRCI.K 
W ith an avowed pur|x>se of ascertaining 
w hether land or w ater occupies that drearv 
region, was the renowned Captain Cook. 
A little more than a century ago he dis­ 
covered Sandwich Land, hut effected little 
toward the solution of the great problem. 
So disappointed were the geographers at 
these negative results that they removed 
from their maps the term Terra Australia, 
which had long ben employed to denote a 
supposed southern continent. 
\\ e eonte down to the present eenturv, 
when one navigator discovered the South 
Orkneys, another Palm er's Land, a third 
Alexander’s Land, a fourth 
Enderby’s 
Land and G raham 's Land—all mere little 
patches in the midst of avast ocean. 
One 
m ariner, W eddell, reached further south 
than any predecessor, so for as L known, 
having attained the seventy-fourth degree 
of south latitude— w ithiunbout a thousand 
miles of the South Pole. 
W hen the Governments of Europe and 
A m erica began to send out expeditions to 
those regions there was additional proba­ 
bility that valuable results would In' a t­ 
tained. 
Louis Philippe dispatched A d­ 
m iral D T rvillc in ls.37, with the corvettes 
A strolabe and Zolee; and during a series 
of three vears' vovaging manv islands were 
di scovcred, as. well as Louis P hilippe's 
Land and Adele Land—the latter named 
after D’Crville’s wife. 
The United States 
Government about the same tim e placed 
the ships Vincennes and Peacock under 
Lieutenant W ilkes, with instructions to

And look out for new lands. 
The Por­ 
poise, the Sea G ull and the Living Fish 
afterward joined in the search, and during 
four years much ocean was explored for 
the first time, hut tile valuable results 
were few in number. 
W ilkes claimed to 
have discovered an A ntarctic continent, 
but he afterward found th at it was D 'l'r- 
ville’s previously-discovered Adele Land. 
T he poor Sea Gidi m et with disaster some­ 
where, and was never more heard of. 
A t length wc come to the memorable 
expedition of Sir Jam es Ross, more con*- 
plete and better conducted tli an any pre­ 
viously known. 
The British Association 
suggested it in ls:;s, not so much for dis­ 
covering new lands in the south as to ob­ 
tain information 
concerning tin- 
South 
M agnetic Pole—a m atter of much ¡lnjtort- 
ance to science. 
The Government, re­ 
sponding to the 
appeal, fitted out the 
Erebus ami T error and placed them under 
Jam es líos.-, with ('rosier, hi- second in 
command. 
They left England in 1839 
and did not see it again for four years. 
One little fact among the im portant dis­ 
coveries of Iv iss will toil us what naviga­ 
tors have long known, that regions near 
the South Pole arc mu h colder than tho* ■ 
a t an euual distance from the North. 
On 
the midsummer day of that hemisphere 
the tem perature, even during the hottest 
hours, was never more than eight degrees

ICE-COVERED MOUNTAINS. 
Could lte seen, 
to 14,000 feet, 
known to exist in the A rctic regions, 
W hen, some days after this, th e ships 
reached nearly the seventy-sixth degree of 
south latitude Ross felt pretty certain that 
no human being had ever before been so 
near the South Pole— then ju st about 
1,000 miles distant—and there were great 
rejoicings on hoard both ships. 
One inci­ 
dent of this expedition may he noticed as 
showing the singular turm oils to which an 
ice-laden ocean is exposed. 
Ross suddenly- 
noticed an island where none had been 
visible two or three hours before ; it was 
about a hundred feet high, and for the 
most part free front snow. 
It was at the 
same tim e rem arked th at a large iceberg 
which had lx'cn distinctly- seen had ap­ 
parently disappeared. 
The one phenome­ 
non helped to explain the o th er; the ice­ 
berg hail turned completely over, and 
presented a new surface covered w ith earth 
and stones. 
.So exactly was it like an 
island th at it was only 011 landing on it 
that the tru th was ascertained, corrobor­ 
ated by a rolling motion which the iceberg 
underw ent for some time. 
How easily 
may small islands appear and disappear on 
A rctic and A ntarctic maps if inferences 
are too hastily drawn. 
W onderful it was to sec a raging volcano 
in such a region. 
A large stretch of land 
was seen to be m arked by two magnificent 
m ountains; one of which, an active vol­ 
cano, 12,000 feet high, received the name 
of M ount Erebus; while the other, an ex­ 
tinct volcano of somewhat sm aller stature, 
was named after the companion ship, 
Terror. 
R ut how about the 


APPROACH TO T H E SOUTH P O L E ? 
W hen the two m ighty mountains had 
been discovered, all on board th e two ships 
hoped that the icy obstacles to further 
progress were such as they could surm ount 
by skill, labor and perseverance. 
This 
hope was not destined to he realized. 
In 
front of th e m ainland to which the moun­ 
tains belonged could he seen, as the ships 
approached, a w hite line m arking a per­ 
pendicular cliff of ice, averaging two hun­ 
dred feet above the sea, perfectly- flat and 
level at the top, and presenting no fissures 
whatever. 
This was a great disappoint­ 
ment, for the icy harrier faced them 
directly on the south, and there was no 
possibility either of penetrating through it 
or of climbing iqsytipon it. 
D istant moun­ 
tains could be seen over and hevond the 
harrier, apparently as far south as the 
seventy-ninth degree of south latitude, less 
than seven hundred nautical miles from 
the P ole; it was tantalizing, luit had to be 
borne, for nothing hut a balloon could have 
surmounted the harrier. 
T he ships turned 
their prows eastward, following the line of 
this gigantic iee-wall and w atching for an 
opening in it. 
Fully a hundred miles was 
thus traversed, hut w ithout finding gap or 
chasm. 
As there was a depth of nearlv 
two thousand feet of w ater where the ships 
coasted along, Ross inferred th at the great 
icy barrier was formed on a ledge of rock, 
and th at its outward edge was not resting 
011 the ground. 
COMPARISON OF DATES. 
Ross did not w inter in th at rem ote and 
inhospitable region ; indeed, so far as is 
known, 110 hum an being overpassed a win­ 
ter among the A ntarctic ice. 
Ro.ss spent 
three summers in lii.s exploration, while 
he housed his ships for the intervening 
winters either at Tasm ania or Falkland 
Island. 
A curious m atter mentioned by­ 
hint illustrates the meaning of w hat’s 
o’clock—or, rather, what determines the 
longitude, which itself determines w hat’s 
o’clock.

Avoid purchasing a piece of meat that 
would require anv washing before going 
into the pot. 
Do in it ]>ut the 1 iones in until thev are 
first ¡wnndcd into small pieces. 
If your meat and bones are fresh—that 
is, uncooked—they should l«c put into cold 
water. 
Gn tlie other hand, when they 
have been previously fried, or browned, 
boiling water only is the proper thing, 
and this should Ik? added a little at a 
time. 
Make your soup the day before it is 
wanted. 
Ix-t it stand till cold, and then 
remove all the fat that has risen to the 
surface. 
Beware of a hot fire. 
Sim mering is the 
life, a- boiling is the death, of any good 
soup.

II. \V. W iley, Chemist of the De­ 
partm ent of A griculture, in his report on 
the N orthern sugar industry, states that 
the season lias been more favorable than 
the preceding one to sorghum and the 
yield of sugar greater.

total yield of sorghum sugar for the year 
is not likely to exceed I,«500,000 pounds, 
and the yield of sorghum syrup almut 30,- 
00(1,000 gallons. 
Only two large new fac­ 
tories have been established during the 
year—one at Ottawa, Ks., and one 
at 
Franklin, Tenn. 
Professor W iley thinks 
there is no immediate prospect of sorghum 
sugar becoming an im portant factor in th e 
m arkets of the country.

A QUEER COASTING PLACE. 
Though America was, iii truth, a “ now 
world” to Europeans when Columbus dis- 
discovered it 
for them, 
it was no new 
world to m any o f the races and tribes 
whieli inhabited various parts of its vast 
surface. 
For three centuries before the 
tim e of Columbus, Peru, Booth America, 
had been a great country, containing large 
cities and rich in gold and silver. 
It was 
ruled by kings, or chiefs, called Ineas, and, 
as many o f you know, the last Inca was 
the one who was captured by Francisco 
l ’izarro, 
the Spaniard, 
who conquered 
Peru in 1532. 
From that 
tim e until 
about fifty years ago, when it revolted and 
became a republic. Peru was under the 
dominion of Spain. 
Cuzco, the ancient capital of the old 
Inca Em pire o f Peril, is situated high up 
among the Andes, at a point so elevated 
that, although under tlie tropics, it lias 
the clim ate and predicts of the temperate 
zone. 
It still has many remains o f Inca 
architecture, distinguished for its massive­ 
ness, and these are likely to endure for 
centuries to come. 
On a 
hill nearly a 
thousand feet high, overlooking the pres­ 
ent city of Cuzco, are the remains of the 
great Inca fortress of the Sae-sa-hua-man, 
in the storm ing o f which, Juan Piznrro, 
the brother of the conqueror of Peril, was 
slain.

tion that in progress to the point atthrinod 
by the public school system in America, 
there have, with all the benefits, been 
losses—losses that possibly may never be 
regained. 
First of those is the loss o f 
spontanity and originality in the teacher, 
and which has been admirably satarized in 
the novel entitled 
"T he 
Evolution o f 
Dodd.” 
Therein tire system is illustrated 
In* which the “machine' takes the place of 
natural m ethods adapted by each teacher 
for each child. 
T he ’‘m achine” w ill have teachers only 
w ho know how to "run with the machine;” 
that is. it will em ploy only professional 
teachers. 
The old system permitted young 
m en and women with more than average 
advantages or knowledge to em ploy some 
part o f their tim e in teaching, but now the 
fixed m ethods exclude all such amateur 
attempts. 
W hatever Mr. H ale m ay think 
o f it. we cannot concede that the new sys­ 
tem in this respect is at fault. 
W e may 
have made the teacher som ething o f a 
m achine, but w e have made teaching a 
profession, and elevated it to the dignity of 
an art. 
W e have unquestionably striven 
too m uch to prepare our pupils, as Jules 
Sim on says, for exam inations, instead of 
for active life; but we have made teaching 
som ething more than the hap-hazard o f 
the old-tim e amateur, ami .substituted tried 


vests. 
H owever m uch w e m ay have hard­ 
ened the sensibilities and m ethodized the 
work o f the teacher, even to destruction of 
originality, w e have certainly improved 
upon m ethods, m ental and physical, and 
m ade teaching the repository o f greater 
knowledge and greater sk ill 
than was 
possible under the earlier unsystem atized 
and independent regime. 
That this is 
capable o f demonstration b ald ly need be 
sa id ; nor w ill we pause to elaborate so 
m anifest a truth as tiie superiority of 
modern teaching in the com m on schools. 
But the second loss to w hich Mr. H ale 
refers is o f a very different character. 
It 
regards the ultra side o f our m ethods, and 
we confess to feeling the force and, in a 
large degree, confessing tiie truth o f the 
essayist's criticism . 
It relates w holly to 
school hours—the teaching from books 
and the lack o f teaching o f things prac­ 
tical. 
H e holds, in brief, that the wiser 
policy is to confine cur children in school 
but half tiie day, and to devote the remain 
ing half day to teaching them at hom e o f 
the practical affairs o f life. 
Fifty years 
ago a lad m ust know the use oi his hands 
and fe et; m ust know what a bushel of 
w heat was, how a lioree is shod, how to 
cord wood, the m ethods o f the town m eet­ 
ing, h o w to m ilk, to plow , to grease an 
axle, to drive, to harness a horse, to spade 
a garden, to drive a nail or set a screw, and 
a thousand other tilings not taught in 
school. 
A girl had then to know how to 
make and m end her ow n clothing, to repair 
that o f her brothers; how to clear-starch, 
to roast, to boil, to iron; h o w to tear a 
bandage and how to put it on. 
In many 
cases both m ust know how to cut up a hog 
and salt and sm oke its members, to preserve 
fruits and vegetables, etc. 
A ll these things 
were taught in tim es reserved from the 
school. 
Thus, they had a winter and a 
sum m er term of school, with long lapses 
between. 
Now, we m agnify too m uch the 
importance o f the school-room , and yield 
only to su di closure of it as nature de­ 
mands absolutely for physical well-being. 
So we have the steady grind o f a school 
through the year, with perm anent teachers 
and permanent registry. 
At the end o f a 
generation wo discover that our children 
have no knowledge o f tools, no ability 
with their hands, and very little know l­ 
edge o f practical life. 
It is stated as a 
statistical fact that the average age at which 
hoys are withdrawn from school is twelve 
and a h alf years in large cities. 
T hey are 
withdrawn to learn the practical things of 
life not possible to be taught in the schools, 
and to learn these things in labor for the 
benefit o f their parents. 
To tiiis fact Dr. 
Hale attributes the rapid enlargem ent of 
the hoodlum class in cities, hut we are 
not ready to concede that m uch to him 
yet. 


T he educators realize the failure of the 
practical side of our system , and seek to 
remedy it by school m ethods. 
T hus it 
com es that we are constantly adding som e­ 
thing to the school course. 
In one case it 
is sew ing, in another m echanical exercise 
with tools, in another the use o f m achinery. 
Finding the necessity for it, the hoys are 
taught by object lessons to know wheat 
from barley and oats from rye, and the 
girls it is now urged must he taught at 
school to broil a beefsteak and make bread. 
Iu som e kindergartens m odel bedsteads 
and rooms are provided, and pupils taught 
to make-up beds, to sweep, to dust and 
“ set to rights." 
A ll these things overload 
the 
-'■lio-i; courses: 
they overtask 
the 
1 schools patent ptina- 
child ; they m ake tin 
ceas for social m istakes. 
It needs no argu­ 
m ent to convince anyone that all these 
tilings are better taught at home, in the 
store, office or workshop of the parent; 
that a thousand things arc to be learned in 
llie latter places im possible to be taught at 
school. 
Dr. H ale cites the experience oí 
Mr. Stanley H all, who carried investigation 
sufficiently fur in Boston to prove that a 
considerable num ber o f pupils in one of 
the be- schools o f that city thought that a 
cow was less than three 
inches long. 
.Such is the result o f using a primer in 
w hich the picture o f a cow is as sm all as 
the picture o f a gim let. 
T he knowledge of 
com mon things is not best obtained in 
seho:.1. 
The practical father know s that 
lii- son who learns out-door work out o f 
doors, is better taught and m ore useful to 
him than tiie soil w ho learns his out-door 
work in-doors. 
Now the remedy for these 
evils is the half-tim e system , w hich is the 
nearest approach 
possible to the tiiree 
m onths winter and sum m er school o f old. 
Take the buy out h alf the day and let him 
go to the counter and learn to weigh and 
tie parcels : to the bench and learn how to 
use tools ; to the shop and m ill and aid his 
father: to the garden with the spade, to tire 
stable with t ie horse, to the field with the 
plow, to his hom e where true dom estic arts 
are to be learned 
that m ust be accom ­ 
plished to fit iiiin for a household o f his 
own. 
So with the girl, half-tim e at hom e 
and half at school will better til her both 
fur school and life. 
The statistics show 
pi rating under the hulf- 


■ as good a show ing as 
x hnle-dnv system , as to 


is antagonized by the proposition, since 
quite half the present num ber o f teachers 
w ill be able to do the service needed under 
the half-tim e system . 
But, that the full 
beneficial effects o f the half-tim e system 
m ay be realized, the sam e rules should ap­ 
p ly as now to truancy ; children are not to 
be set free to run w ild ; they are sim ply to he 
transferred for h alf the tim e to the practical 
school o f life. 
According to H ale’s plan, 
he w ould divide the pupils in a district into 
two divisions. 
Class A should go to school 
September, October, November, and to the 
first week in December—fifteen 
weeks. 
From January, Class B would take its fif­ 
teen weeks, to the second M onday in April. 
To the third M onday in Ju ly six teen weeks 
o f tim e w ould remain, and to each class 
should be given eight weeks o f it, when 
the long vacation to September would set in. 
One thought rem ains. 
Under the half­ 
tim e system , parents w ould first inquire, 
“ W hat shall we do with our children 
when out o f term ?”—so prevalent is the 
idea now that the school is largely useful 
as a means o f disposing o f children during 
the busy hours o f the day. 
But the pa­ 
rental duty toward the child exists at all 
tim es. 
Parents w ould soon learn, says Dr. 
Ilaie, to do with their children in cities 
what the farmer and blacksm ith or m in ­ 
ister does in the country town, where the 
natural system still holds. 
T hey would 
m ake the children o f use; the boy or girl 
w ould again be a part o f K osm os. 
H e 
would learn the value o f tim e, the necessity 
for punctuality, the need o f subordination : 
acquire modesty and self-control, order and 
m ethod; have a better chance for physical 
training in the industrial arts than he lias 
now. 
As to how the half-tim e system can be 
brought about, Dr. lía le suggests that the 
very best way o f “ sm ash in g” the m achine 
is for given groups o f parents, say a dozen 
in a group, to take their boys out o f school 
for fifteen weeks, and at the expiration to 
present them at school again. 
Very soon 
the school system w ould adapt itself to the 
needs o f the boys, and things w ould go 
on precisely as if these boys had Leen out 
wrestling with the whooping-cough, “ only 
the boys would not whoop.” 
In the m ean­ 
tim e there w ill he a chance for the lads 
to learn how to do work at home, to run 
an errand, to cash a check, to receipt a bill, 
to drive a nail, to tie up a parcel, to sing, to 
read Shakespeare, to sw ing in the gym na­ 
sium , to sw im , to fence, to labor, and when 
the fifteen weeks are over they w ill go back 
to school with an appetite for study that 
the jaded fiill-ieriu school-boy never enjoys.

THE 
ATTEMPT 
TO 
RESURRECT THE 
RAILROAD QUESTION. 


No more brilliant exam ple o f the folly 
that m akes m en mad, is o f recent date 
than that to he noted in the ease of that 
journalistic 
Ishm ael, the San Francisco 
Chronicle. 
It possesses the art in the high­ 
est degree o f raising a tempest in a teapot. 
H aving successfully 
elected 
O'Donnell 
Coroner o f San Francisco by its opposition 
to and abuse o f him ; having successfully 
defeated Jacobs, its underling, for County 
Clerk, by its support o f him ; having lu x ­ 
uriated in llie rebukes o f the people, and 
the cuttings o f the Republican party, and 
had its reverse side kicked by self-respect­ 
ing voters, it is now engaged in the con­ 
genial task o f clearing a battlefield for it­ 
self in which it proposes to do giant and 
valorous deeds to win back the plaudits of 
i disgusted auditory. 
To this end it seeks to drag into the polit­ 
ical arena, by the head and ears, the 
bleeding anti-railroad carcass. 
A more 
stupendous illusion blinds it to its ov*n 
ridiculous attitude, than that w hich de­ 
rived the vain Notirjahad. and enabled 
iehemzeddin to teaeli hint the folly o f un- 
uily am bition, and unlawful desire. 
The 
< hroniclc, in its senile efforts to remain scn- 
ational. has. in reality, entered upon the 
unsubstantial conflict that is involved in 
fighting its own shadow. 
This model of 
inconsistency evidently proceeds upon the 
ysietn described by Macaulay, in which 
the two great com m andm ents are to hate 
utr neighbor and to love your neighbor's* 
wife. 
W hich gives point to the application 
o f the epigram of Tacitus that it is hum an 
to hate those whom we have injured. 
The attem pt o f the Chronicle to revivify 
c anti-railroad corpse is little short of 
crim inal. 
For years its ch ief com plaint 
was that tlie railroad corporations would 
not keep out o f polities. 
To this it was re­ 
plied that whenever the railroad companies 
were engaged in political contests they were 
¡riven to it in self-defense—a truism, since it 
s evident that self-interest must prompt a 
business so dependent upon tlie mainten- 
iiiee of congenial relations with the peo 
pie. to avoid all pi ssihle conflicts with them 
uni all causes for irritation. 
It has always 
been the “ g a m e” ot unscrupulous m en to 
hold the political lash above tiie railroad 
back, and lo use any m eans, however venal, 
to force the corporations to secure their 
friendship or avert their enm ity. 
We as- 
s'-r; without fear o f successful contradic- 
; ion, that the railroad com panies o f this 


coast have for m any years been the victims 
of u stupendous system o f political black­ 
mail. 
T he new effort o f the San Francisco 
chronicle to resurrect and drag the railroad 
question into the political atm osphere is 
about as tim ely as would be the introduc­ 
tion of a corpse at a wedding feast. 
It does 
not seem to have sufficed that railroad 
officials long ago made open declaration of 
their fixed determ ination to have nothing 
more to do with politics, com e what m ay. 
it does not, apparently, suffice that it is still

The Chronicle's stock in trade is gone, it 
cannot rekindle its torch at a railroad pvre.

should

cheeks in lieu of the present loose sys­ 
tem. 
Suite 
officials 
who 
have given 
the matter attention, and w ho are so situ­ 
ated as to sec daily excinpliticaliim s o f the 
weakness o f the present system , we are 
authorized to say, favor new m ethods upon 
som e such basis as that suggested. 
Regarding llie recent thieving in the 
office o f the State Treasurer, by a deputy, 
it should not surprise anyone familiar with 
the system that now obtains. 
The State 
Treasury should not he the rejiository of 
special deposits. 
So long us it is, the possi­ 
bility exists of these funds being used to 
supply gaps in the State funds, from which 
all enforced loan can lie made for private 
ends. 
Bankers o f this city long ago tallied 
attention to this liability. 
It. is simply 
fortunate, and nothing more, that we have 
had incn in the office w ho have been more 
honest than the system demanded, since 
the temptation has been ever present. 
It 
has remained for a deputy to demonstrate 
still another m ethod by w hich crim e can 
be com m itted in the office. 
If County 
Treasurers, to save transportation o f funds 
for quarterly settlem ents with the Slate, 
desire to leave funds at the Capital, there 
arc plenty o f responsible banking concerns 
where such deposits m ay be made. 
The 
special deposit business in the strong box 
o f the State should he abandoned.

It has developed that 
those w ho were most lottd in objections to 
the extended character o f these works, 
have ceased com plaint, and are reading 
them to the end. 
They will never become 
historical tcxt-books for the young stu d en t: 
sucli intent 
never 
entered 
into their 
conception, 
but 
they 
are 
historical 
treasure-houses, 
exhaustive 
libraries, 
and gs such must 
enhance 
constantly 
in value, 
and 
he 
the 
ch ief 
resort 
o f the reading men o f the present, and llie 
historian o f the future. 
Nor w ill these 
deny* to Mr. Bancroft success in the art o f 
narrative, or write him down a careless 
or biased judge. 
R ising from the perusal o f the first vol­ 
um e o f the H istory o f the Northwest 
Coast, we found the second at our hand, 
som ewhat earlier than was anticipated, 
and closing tlic latter at the 271st page 
w ith the interesting account o f the adven­ 
tures o f the noted-fur-tradcr and hunter, 
the ubiquitous—so happily styled by our 
author—Donald McKenzie, we arc pre­ 
pared before com pleting tiie rem aining 
h alf of the volum e to m ake our com m ents 
upon 
the 
tw o 
volum es 
in a 
single 
notice. 
Nor does 
the 
necessity 
pre­ 
sent 
for 
greatly 
extended 
remark. 
W e 
have 
heretofore 
thoroughly 
ex ­ 
plained the broad schem e o f these h is­ 
tories, em phatically recorded our approval 
of the m ethods oi' Mr. Bancroft, our ad­ 
m iration for 
his 
phenom enal 
patience 
and his unconquerable devotion to the task 
before him —w hich w ould have appalled 
the ordinary m an—and unequivocally ex­ 
pressed our respect for him as a historical 
collector and for the m onum ent lie is 
building to his m em ory in the form o f the 
invaluable library o f history o f the W est 
t oast ot the Am ericas. 
It is not necessary, 
therefore, to more than point out that the 
two volum es in hand more, in our opinion, 
than any others, justify ilieso judgm ents 
we have formed, and fortify the historian 
in the m ethods he has adopted. 
This can­ 
not escape the attention o f the reader. 
He 
w ill note now especially that the ground­ 
work laid in the previous volum es proves 
the im portance o f its elaborateness and all 
the vast array o f earlier proofs to settle 
issues and clear away doubts. 
T he early hands that laid hold upon the 
rich treasures o f the west coast were not the 
sam e south as north. 
In the first instance 
it was the dom ination o f the Spanish that 
made its impress upon 1’aeitic States; in 
the latter the more calculating, blit none 
the less inexorable and cruel North ron. 
But the m otive in each case was the sam e 
gain at the expense o f aboriginal rights; ter­ 
ritorial possession by the law o f m ight. 
In 
the lir>i there was the m ask o f religion : in 
the other the relentless acquisitiveness of 
trad e: in both tiie greed o f em pire and the 
inerciiessness o f conquest. 
T he first volum e in its earlier pages 
awakens the profound interest o f the read­ 
er. and perhaps in a greater degree than 
that w hich introduced us to the romances 
o f Bastidas, tlie first ¡Spaniard to plant 
foot upon the soil o f a J’aeitic State, and the 
tragic adventures o f the intrepid spirits w ho 
succeeded him . 
A greater interest, we say, 
since, as our aulhoi 
w ell puts it, the 
North, in its ante-geographic history*, was 
a field o f m ystery and wild conjecture. 
This was not due so much to the fact that 
the northern regions o f the W est were the 
last to be explored, as to the fact the great 
aim of the early voyagers was to reach the 
riches o f India, and that the interm ediate 
land found did not upset the original 
theory. 
For they held it to he ail island 
only separated from the main by hut a 
strait. 
But no strait was found either by 
the southern or northern voyagers, and 
finally it dawned upon these strangers in a 
strange world, that there was at their l'eet 
a vast continent with a m ighty waste of 
waters between i: and the Indian shores. 
A new World, was at their com mand, a 
•world with seals of mystery to be broken 
l>v their prowess. Tin spirit o f the advent­ 
urers was su di as to lea-1 them to outdo 
each 
other in 
m arvelous .story-telling. • 
This, most i'rcqi" illy, had 
no basis or 
more 
substantial 
fotmda'.ion than 
the 
vividness ot their fancy, and the creation o¡ 
the im agination. 
The native race- euught 
tin- fever o f exaggeration, and regaled the 
strangers as they came, with equally as 
fictitious tab s. 
So clear are the proofs of 
the outrageous falsehoods o f the era, and 
the indulgence in them by the natives, that 
Mr. Bancroft coneluilcs there is reason to 
believe that the famous and fabulous tradi­ 
tion o f an aboriginal migration o f folte ■ 
and Aztec tribes from a northern center of 
civilization liad no other origin. 
It was to 
the interest o f a in sm all body o f explor­ 
éis also to utilize the *' northern mystery ’’ 
for the advancem ent of their own schemes. 
The fair-haired explorers were not w illing 
that the dark-eyed conquerors o f the south 
should be counted more heroic or success­ 
ful than they in historic records. 
But ii 
did not re pure m any voyages p> dispel the 
mysteries o f the north, and clear up the 
fanciful romanees woven about it. 
Mr. Bancroft practically begins the first 
volum e by recalling to the reader's m em ­ 
ory the exact condition of North American 
c q .i 'ration in 1.350, a prelim inary thought­ 
ful, tim ely and not difficult, since the whole 
ground has been traversed in the preceding 
v.'i'imes. 
Sw eeping synoptically over two 
centuries o f discovery, he fairly opens up 
the subject o f the Northwest Coast by treat­ 
ing of the m ystic geography o f ibis then 
hom e o f conjecture, and of its im aginary, 
theoretical and apocryphal phases. 
The 
m ystery thus e msulcred in a manm r cal­ 
culated to enchain the attention and enlist 
the fancy, occupies three full chapters, 
more than 
usually rich in 
maps and 
charts 
illustrative * of 
strange 
conject­ 
ures 
and 
marvelous speculations. 
The 
actual exploration 
o f 
ihe coast above 
latitude 4'i° is taken up in the tilth chapter. 
W e are thence carried through the accounts 
and incidents o f the first epoch of explora­ 
tion by the four expeditions o f Ferrelo

It is a work w hich w ill com ­ 
m and a wide reading, for it possesses that 
attractiveness attaching to all books that 
take us into the inner life of noted people, 
and lift the curtain o f the hom e. 
The con­ 
troversy w hich invested Fronde's earlier 
life o f Carlyle w ith such interest, extends 
to the volum es now under notice. 
W e are 
inclined to believe that these w ill be the 
more popularly read books. 
There is that 
personality in them w hich w ill com m and 
a larger reading circle. 
If Fronde was 
open to the criticism s o f the world for the 
freedom he took in the first work, he w ill 
be none the less so now. lie defended him ­ 
self briefly and 
successfully 
from 
the 
charge that he had not discreetly edited the 
biography, but had exposed the harsh and 
the am iable sides alik e o f his testator. 
In 
these London volum es there has been no 
effort at concealm ent. 
Fronde believes 
that the best vindication o f Carlyle is the 
exposure o f all his life and the covering up 
of nothing. 
H e rightly 
believes that 
the world o f scholarship w ill correctly and 
justly judge the m an. if his heart, his inner 
life, his private thoughts as well his studied 
expressions :re laid bare to th e scalpel o f 
eritieism. and that o f all characters, that of 
Carlyle has least to fear from the result. 
Fronde says: “ The sharpest scrutiny is 
the condition o f enduring fam e.” 
And, 
Again, after quoting Carlyle to show that 
though it was not his desire to have his life 
written, since no one knew the under-cur­ 
rents o f it but him self, yet w hen lie found 
som e one would do ii despite him , he com ­ 
m itted the trust to Fronde, tire author, says: 
" Higher confidence was never placed by any 
man in another. 1 liad not sought, but i did 
not refuse to accept it. 1 feel ntyself only the 
moTe strictly bound than men in "such circum­ 
stances usually are, to discharge the duty which 
1 was undertaking with the fidelity which I 
knew was expected from me. 
Had 1 considered 
my own com ort or my own interests, I would 
have silted out. or have passed lightly over the 
delicate features in the story. U would have 
been as easy, as it w ould have been agreeable 
for me to construct a picture with every detail 
strictly accurate of an almn.-t perfect character. 
An account so w ritten would have been received 
with immediate pleasure. Carlyle w ould have 
been admired and applauded, aud the biogra­ 
pher. if he had not shared in the praise, would 
at least have escaped censure.” 
H e then proceeds to show bow unw ise it 
is to leave blanks in the recorded lives of 
those who “ belong to the im m ortals,” who 
w ill stand in history to blackened by ground­ 
less calum nies or to be torn to pieces by 
rival critics, and adds: “ H ad I taken the 
course whjeh the ‘natural m ail’ would 
have recommended. I would have given no 
faithful account of Garlvle."

ing the storage of their hops in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
We would now add to the sugges­ 
tions then made, that it will not be well to 
let those hops rem ain 011 storage too long. 
Our reasons for giving this advice a r c : 
First, the season for selling 
is 
slip­ 
ping gradually away, two m onths of brew­ 
ing season having already passed in which 
large sales should have been made, and no 
doubt would have been m ade had not 
holders held at a figure which precluded 
the possibility of exporting the hops w ith­ 
out toss to the shipper. Second, GO,000 
hales i we give the lowest estimate) is a big 
pile of hops to get rid of w ithin ten 
months, even under the m ost favorable 
condition of the m arkets, and growers and 
holders should lose no opportunity to sell 
at hom e or consign, w hen one presents 
itself. Third, and m ost im portant of all, 
Pacific Coast hops have not the keeping 
qualities that New York State hops have, 
consequently do not m ake as good year­ 
lings'—a very im portant matter, especially 
w ith the English brewer, who preXers to 
use the American product after it has at­ 
tained one year’s age, and for this reason 
’S tate’ hops are taken in preference. I.arge 
quantities of Pacifies can and will be used, 
both in this country and in England, while 
they are fn-Mi and green, and this is why 
we advise holders of such to sell early. 
Another thing to he gained by early sales 
is a saving in warehouse charges, which, in 
seasons like the present, of large crops and 
limited export demand, is an im portant 
item. In the rem arks set forth above we 
do not wish our Pacific Coast friends to 
think we are endeavoring to underrate the 
value of their product: far from it. Wc 
simply give these facts for their benefit, and 
wc betieve any hop man of experience will 
indorse all we have heretofore written upon 
this subject, and vouch for the same as 
being ‘the truth, and nothing but Un­ 
truth.'

The hat is beyond comparison the pet 
article of a M exican’s dress. 
Even the 
matter of the dents in the crown is used 
to convey a m eaning. 
Four dents must be 
arranged in every sombrero. 
One on each 
side, one in front and one behind. 
T he 
significance of tiiis arrangement is that, 
when there was a difference o f opinion in 
this country in regard to the rights o f the 
church, and tlie two parties were formed, 
one in favor of the church and one against 
it, the church party adopted this device as 
a distinguishing mark, and those four dents 
arc intended to give the crown a rude form 
of the cross. 
There has no burning ques­ 
tion dividing the nation recently, so the 
four dents have remained, as is th e case 
with many other customs, long after their 
original -ignificance lias Been forgotten. 
The 
sombrero 
is 
exactly 
analogous 
to a lady’s lionnet. 
T he only way in 
which the individual taste is hampered 
is in regard to tlie general shape. 
The 
amount, style and cost of trim m ing is left 
wholly to the owner’s w ill. 
T he M exicans 
have evolved an article whose variations 
in trim m ing are positively bewildering. 
The hand comes next as we descend the 
crown. 
T he most popular form now is a 
double coil of silver rope varying from 
one-fourth to tlirce-fourths of an ineli in 
diameter. 
Before 
the 
hand 
took 
its 
present form it was a heavy braid o f silver 
cord, and the indications arc that the 
cumbrous shape now in vogue will soon he 
succeeded hy several turns o f a lighter 
cord, occupying from two to four inches at 
the base o f the crown. 
The chance for dis­ 
play which the brim affords is not slighted. 
There may he only a narrow ribbon of sil­ 
ver running around the outer edge, or, as 
is frequently the case. It fe wholly hidden 
by the amount of trim m ing on botli the 
upper and under side of the brim. 
T his 
silver ribbon is woven int i various fanciful 
and intricate designs, and forms an im ­ 
portant elem ent in tlie decoration o f the 
hat. 
There is the utmost diversity of color 
among the sombreros, varying from pure 
white to sim ple black. 
Drab is the most

T he doctrine starts w ith the fundamental 
principle that, being animals, we should 
wear anim al clothing. 
T he absorption by 
vegetable life o f poisonous em anations from 
anim al life is a process not lim ited, it would 
appear, to livin g plants, but continued by 
vegetable fiber, such as cotton, linen, etc., 
w ith the difference that, w hile the living 
plant assim ilates these emanations, the dead 
tilier cannot do so, but exhales them again 
when wetted or warmed. Thus our clothes, 
in consequence of their vegetable charac­ 
ter, attract and retain these noxious prin­ 
ciples, which should, on the contrary, lie 
thrown oil’ w ith 
tlie greatest 
possible 
prom ptitude. 
On the other hand, anim al 
material, such as wool, is made by nature 
to protect animal life, and w ill not pre­ 
vent, bin assist the evaporation o f tlie em­ 
anations from the body. 
T his can readily 
lie proved by the sense o f sm ell. It suffices 
to wear clothes of pure wool throughout, 
and there is at once an end to the unpleas­ 
antness noticed in the linen underclothing, 
the cotton linings of the coat, etc. 
Front 
these facts Dr. Gustav Jaeger, Professor of 
Zoology and Physiology at Stuttgart, de­ 
duces his medical theory, which has won 
innum erable disciples in an incredibly 
short tim e. 
Dr. Jaeger points out that the human 
body is most susceptible to disease w hen it 
contains too large a quantity o f water or of 
fat. 
T he presence in excess o f these sub­ 
stances can lie tested by the specific w eight 
and 
tlie rapidity o f the nervous action. 
But the specific weight must he given in 
proportion with the cubic measurement of 
the person, and this latter is not easy to 
ascertain. 
By the immersion o f the liody 
in a measured tank we have a rough-and- 
ready 
m ethod o f gauging its cubic ca­ 
pacity, which must correspond w ith the 
displacem ent o f tiie water. 
Dr. .Jaeger, 
however, 
has constructed 
an 
air-tight 
chnmlicr where 
a column o f mercury 
records the amount of compression brought 
to hear upon the air by the introduction 
of a foreign body or person. 
Out of sixty-five men, thus measured, 
Dr. Jaeger found that the liter varied from 
7ti4 to 1,0(10 grammes, a difference of al­ 
most 40 per cent. 
To test the nervous 
activity a stop-watch is em ployed which 
can record the two-thousandth part of a 
second. 
T he operator sets the index hand 
in motion, w hich lias then to he im m edi­ 
ately stopped hy the person undergoing 
the test. 
T he difference between the two

T h e C lio lera S cou rge, 
P a ris, Novem ber 14th.—Five eases of 
cholera occurred yesterday am ong the em ­ 
ployes o f a newspaper office, 
t ine of these, 
a printer, died alm ost im m ediately. 
The 
Comm issary o f Police took the patient 
from his dirty lodging-house and had no 
sooner placed him in the ambulance than 
the poor fellow died. 
T he landlord refused 
to 
allow the body to 
he returned 
to 
his lodgings, and the c o m m i s s a r y took it to 
one of the hospitalsam l then to the morgue. 
Doth institutions refused to receive the 
body, and the com missary wits obliged to 
return it to the lodgings in spite o f the 
landlord's objections. 
It is expected that the Orleans Trinccs 
w ill make a largo donation from their fund 
for the relief o f the cholera sufferers. 
The continued cold weather is exercising 
a favorable effect on the rate o f cholera 
m ortality, which does not exceed one in 
39,000. 
The ravages o f the epidem ic are 
trivial compared with those o f typhoid fe­ 
ver. 
T he epidem ic show s little if any effect 
upon the pleasure-seeking proclivities of 
the people. 
Theaters and other places of 
am usem ent are tilled every night. 
It is 
know n that the deadly disease made large 
ravages am ong the soldiers o f the garrison, 
hut m ilitary officials publish no rcturnsand 
refuse all inform ation. 
The West End is 
still healthy, but it is com paratively de­ 
serted. 
Most o f the residents o f that quar­ 
ter have tied. 
An American named Christian Christia- 
son, from California, died o f cholera here 
to-day. 
H e was the first Am erican victim . 
Three deaths from cholera occurred at 
N antes to-day. 
P aris, Novem ber lf ih —(1 p. w.—Since 
m idnight there have been seventeen deaths 
by cholera in the city, and thirty-one in the 
hospitals." 
P ro sp ect o f lleU ^iuu* R iots. 
Montreal. Novem ber 14th.—There is an 
unpleasant prospect o f serious religious 
riots arising out of the lectures being de­ 
livered in various Protestant churches of 
th is city by Dev. Father ( hiniquy. an ex­ 
priest o f the llom an Catholic Church, now 
laboring for the conversion o f his former 
co-religionists. 
M. Chiniquy has delivered 
several lectures w ithin the past week or so, 
and on each occasion mure or less dis­ 
turbance occurred, large bodies o f police 
being necessary to uueli the disorders. Pre­ 
viously the disorderly elem ent had been 
confined entirely to the French and a few 
R om an Catholics, w ho turned out one or 
tw o evenings to the num ber o f several 
thousands. 
W ednesday night, however, 
affairs assumed a new aspect by the appear­ 
ance on the scene of a well-organized body 
o f young fellows, som e 500 strong, armed 
w ith heavy sticks and ax-haiulles, who 
marched in m ilitary order under the com ­ 
mand o f a recognized leader, to the church 
on Canning street, at which Cliiniquv was 
lecturing, and announced their intention o f 
protecting him . which they did most effect­ 
ually, the opposing elem ent being taken by 
surprise and com pletely overmatched. The 
latter were not reinforced until too late, 
and the two bodies were thus Kept apart 
w ithout m uch difficulty bv a force o f sixty 
constables under tbe Chief o f Police him ­ 
self. 
After escorting Chiniquy hom e they held 
a mass m eeting, at which speeches were 
m ade calling for 1,000 m en Sunday night, 
w hen the ex-priest speaks at Russell H all. 
A counter-call has been made by French 
Catholics, chiefly students at the l.avcl and 
Victoria Colleges, and 
unless stringent 
m easures are adopted by the police a serious 
riot w ill lie unavoidable.

MAKING 
IRON 
MASTS. 


A N ew In d u stry a t th e B rook lyn N avy 
Yard—S om e H ea v y Iron . 
In tlie big boat shop adjoining the Navy 
Yard drv-dock a busy gang of workmen are 
hard at work learning the rudim ents o f a 
new N avy Yard industry. 
T hey are try­ 
ing to make iron masts, and for amateurs 
are succeeding admirably. I j> to date such 
vessels its are said to compose the United 
S tates navv are sparred throughout w ith 
wood. 
T lie new masts are not intended for 
use in the old navy, hut are designed to 
em bellish the new cruisers now being fash­ 
ioned by John Roach. T he workers in the 
boat shop have one mast nearly finished 
and are framing another. 
T he two are 
meant for tlie newly-launched cruiser A t­ 
lanta, now due at the yard. 
Most people think an iron mast is cast 
and solid, and wonder w hy its w eight 
doesn’t pull it up by the roots or punch a 
hole in the bottom and slide through. 
T his shows how easy it is to be mistaken. 
An iron mast is really lighter than wood. 
A sixty-foot stick of spruce or yellow pine 
two feet in diam eter at the base w eighs far 
more than the sh ell forming the modern 
iron steam ship masts. 
These masts for the A tlanta w ill be fine 
specim ens of their kind. 
T he mainmast is 
2 feet in diam eter at the base, tapering to 
17 inches at the top, at which point tlie 
funnel w ill he fashioned square, making a 
marked distinction from foreign-made mast 
heads, which arc left round. 
T he m ain­ 
mast is fi>8 feet 41 inches in length and the 
foremast 2 inches shorter. 
The m ethod of 
construction is peculiar. 
Three T-shaped 
rods of steel the length of the mast t > be 
made are affixed base outward in circular 
wooden frames, and around the skeleton 
thus formed tlie ready-shaped plates are 
riveted in place. 
T he plates are 12 feet in 
length and about three-eighths o f an inch 
in thickness. 
T hey are sold to the G ov­ 
ernment as steel by a Pennsylvania firm, 
but are rather made o f first-class iron or, 
if steel, of a very 
mild type, at least so 
say the mechanics working it. 
T he present force are lik ely to lie kept 
busy long, as all the new vessels are to be 
thus equipped. 
A side from lightness and 
little danger from breakage the iron masts 
have the advantage o f suffering but sligh t­ 
ly from cannon shot in war and w ill not 
splinte r. 
Inside, strong lateral braces give 
perfect steadiness, so that no solid shaft 
would be more inflexible. 
Tlie yard shops are turning out some 
heavy iron work just now, beside framing 
together the 11-ineli armor plates o f tlie 
Miantouomalt. 
Mr. Parsells is laying the 
floor o f tlie later craft’s gun deck with 
sheets of iron three-quarters o f an inch 
thick and .'!« feet wide and 24 long, each 
w eighing 3,000 pounds. \ ears ago a 12-foot 
plate was considered the acnte in rolled 
sheets, and so little was it thought that 
their length would be increased that a 
heavy rolling machine, when put to work 
in the shop, was placed so near the w all as 
to be unavailable now. 
A few days ago a rolling m achine of im ­ 
mense proportion arrived at the yard. 
It 
w ill he set up in the new shop in con­ 
struction next to the Intrepid. 
The three 
rollers weigh 25 tons, the two bed rolls 
scaling 8 tons each and the upper one 0— 
altogether it weighs 45 tons. 
It w ill be 
used on the naval destroyers to l>e built in 
the hereafter, and on the two now being 
repaired. 
The com ing of the Dolphin and A tlanta 
w ill bring much continuous work to the 
yard, for after them w ill eonte tlie Boston, 
Chicago and their sisters, each with work 
to do.— [Brooklyn Eagle.

In .June of each year a great 
many of the jum ping salmon, in their 
attempts to leap the fall, tumble into this 
hole. 
So many, indeed, m eet with this 
misfortune that the pit is actually filled 
w ith them . 
Now bears abound on this 
part of the coast, and for many generations 
they have come, at the proper tim e each 
year, to feed on the luckless salmon. 
Numerous well trodden paths leading from 
the pit jienetrate the forest in various 
directions, and the rock is smeared with 
grease and hairs.

fishery) heard o f this front the 
Indians,and dispatched a man to the place 
to ascertain the truth or falsity of the re­ 
port.

A nd when a new political party 
com es into.power, rem ovals are made with 
a sw eeping hand. 
T he Civil Service Act, 
w hich was introduced by a Democratic 
Senator, aim s to prevent rem ovals o f m ost 
of the subordinates in the Government 
service, 
except 
for good, 
non-partisan 
causes. 
In tlie custom s service, for in­ 
stance, it perm its the rem oval o f the Col­ 
lector, the Deputy Collectors, clerks, cash­

THE FEDERAL PATRONAGE OF CALIFORNIA: 
To begin w ith the office o f the United 
States District Attorney, it m ay be stated 
that tlie place is not near so lucrative as is 
generally believed. 
T he salary is $500 a 
year and fees. 
The incum bent pa vs out of 
his own pocket tlie salary of his clerk and 
all his stationery bills. 
T he expenses leave 
the net receipts about equal to the salary of 
the Assistant District Attorney, which i.~ 
about $2,000 a year.

INTERNAL REVENUE DEPARTMENT. 
T he Internal Revenue Office in this city
